The first ostriches were brought to the U. S. and a farm farmed 
at Los Angeles, California, over 40 years—nearer forty-five years ago.

birds are run in a general mating pen until they are four years old, 
at which age they are full grown and matured and they 
then

No divorces or re-marriages in the ostrich family.

After they are paired off, the male digs a large shallow hole 
in 
the ground by getting down on his breastbond and ploughing back­ 
wards with his feet, describing a circle until he has a hole of sufficient 
depth dug out. 
The female lays one egg every other day until fifteen 
or twenty are laid, usually getting two or three nests each year 
The 
birds take turn about sitting on the nest, the male at night and the fe­ 
male in the daytime, the male also relieving the female for about

Regarding Ostriches— 
The first ostriches were brought to the U. S. and a farm farmed 
at Los Angeles, California, over 40 years—nearer forty-five years ago. 
Subsequently several other farms were organized, but practically ali 
ostriches in this country are derived from this 
original 
stock. 
The 
birds are run in a general mating pen until they are four years old, 
at which age they are full grown and matured and they 
then 
select 
their mates, taking a single life mate. 
The selection is made by the 
female. 
No divorces or re-marriages in the ostrich family. 
After they are paired off, the male digs a large shallow hole 
in 
the ground by getting down on his breastbond and ploughing back­ 
wards with his feet, describing a circle until he has a hole of sufficient 
depth dug out. The female lays one egg every other day until fifteen 
or twenty are laid, usually getting two or three nests each year. 
The 
birds take turn about sitting on the nest, the male at night and the fe­ 
male in the daytime, the male also relieving the female for about 
fif­ 
teen minutes in the middle of the day.
